,te. The bill as it goes back to the House 
e-enacts the anti-Trust sections of the Wil- 
on act, while the reciprocity and retalia- 
ory pi o visions are substitutes for those 
if the House. One of the most important 
ew provisions added by Ihe Senate is that 
ilacing a stump tax on bdnds, debentures 
and certificates of slock. Aside from t|iese 
more important changes, the bill as it goes 
iack to the House has 874 amendments of 
various degrees of importance.

interviewed the manager of the Miller & 
Lux possessions, whose wealth runs into the 
millions. Of the impressions gained and 
many interesting experiences had I will 
speak from week to week. 


But I will go back to the San Joaquin 


country. It is California's hot-bed. Here 
the mercury rises from 112° to 120° during 
the summer mouths. 
, 


The heat here during t!,is period is almost 


beyond belief. 
But how vegetation does 


respond to (he glowing rays of Old Sol! 
It is a wonder 1 Peaches grow to perfection. 
I have seen them that weighed eighteen 
ounces, and pears that woald go 22 ounces 
each. But everything grown in this valley 
is irrigated, and Eastern people know little 
about artificial irrigation. It is expensive, 
.and the farmers, fruit-growers and stock- 
raisers are dependent upon large companies 
who put; iu these water systems for wetting 
the soil. The water companies li-ere charge 
the consumer of water $10 per acre for the 
right to use from their ditches, and the 
$1.50 per acre per annum for the use of the 
water ever afterward. To make it plainer, 
the water companies will not permit the 
consumers of water to use frous th-:ir ditches 
until the $10 per acre tax is paid or secured 
by a mortgage on whatever land they may 


own. 
As a result of this ironclad rule many 


farms are mortgaged for the amount of the 
water right. To the average Eastern man 
this seems like an oppressive, a most burden- 
some tax, to secure that which in Ihe East 
leaks out of the clouds, and comes to the 
just and to the unjust alike, without money 
and without price. 


Of course, on the other hand, it costs a 


great deal to establish and maintain irriga 
tion ditches. 
In this section most of the 


water comes from Kern river, a stream 
"Which is fed by the constantly melting snow 
in the Sierra Nevada mountains. It is an 
exhaustless water supply. Away up above 
this valley, between 60 and 100 miles, are 
the high peaks of the Sierra Nevada moun- 
tains. There, during the winter season, 
snow falls to a greater depth than in Wiscon- 
sin or the Northern Peninsula of Michigan; 
while in the valley iu the vicinity of Bakers- 
field never a flake of snow falls the year 
around. 
During the summer months, there- 


fore, when everything is parched In tlie 
valley the river is bank full, being fed by 
the constantly melting snow. But to use 
this water is the question that for decades 
puzzled Ihe few inhabitants who attempted 
to live here. But at last capital sought 
investment in these irrigating canals, and 
now there are several of them. Great canals 
are opened through the country, and the 
water is diverted from Kern river and car- 
ried over the country. The Calloway canal, 
the largest artificial waterway in the state, 
is in thU (Kern) county. It is 60 feet wide, 
over 100 miles in length, is laid out with 
precision, has a fall of about five inches to 
the mile, and is said to have cost over a 
million dollars. From this great waterway 
are numerous smaller lateral ditches which 
extend over a great area, and through which 
water is carried by gravitation to thousands 
of acres of fertile desert land which only 


needed water to make it respond bountifully 
to the intelligent touch of the husbandman 
and the stock-grower. 


So tlie reader will understand that every 


Oiing SHOoessfully grown in this valley, 
whether it be grass, alfalfa, grain or fruit, 
i? on soil artificially watered, the details 
of which I will definitely explain at another 
time. The orchards, meadows and pastures 
are ovei flowed periodically as needed. Kiel' 
soil, hot weather and plenty of water is 
what does the business ! 


Every Eastern person has heard a great 


deal of the wild flowers in California. 
journeyed across the plains 25 miles to see 
the wonders that are presented each spring. 
I was repaid for the trip, Bakersfield, my 
temporary stopping point, is an oasis in the 
desert.

!ho''iSrrand Ihe land intelligently tilled, 
there ate always satisfactory results. I was 
greatly surprised at the wondeiful, the un- 
precedented growth of fruit trees, grass and 
alfalfa, as well us many flowering plants , 
but after I had ridden two hours iu a south- 
easterly direction, I had left grain-fields 
aud orchards behind me, and was iu the

;rcat natural flower garden, aud pluck nose-

wasted on the desert air ? 


I have now been in the state long enough 


o note that everything smacks of business 
lere. It is the ardent desire of every 
Californian to do nothing on a small scale 
This is strikingly demonstrated in the liberal 
roadways, extensive ranches, great cuttle 


erds, prodigious orchards, the thousand- 


acre grain-fields, the big salaries paid state 
and county officers, and the many schemes 
for advertising the state's resources. 


The fruits now ripening aud iu market 


,re the peach, fig, apricot, cherry, straw- 
berry, raspberry, blackberry, 
mulbeny, 


ipple, orange, lemon and lime. There are 
no bananas nor pineapples raised for market 
n the slate. 
Most of the citrus fruits are 


grown in the Southern part. The wheat and 
barley harvest is now nearly over. There 
s very little Timothy hay grown. 
Alfalfa 


used for stock feeding in the valleys, and 


barley and wheat is cut quite green and fed 
without threshing by many. 


In my next I will explain hovr the big 


stock ranches are conducted, my trip across 
plains and over mountains, through a 
iparsely settled country, where I put up

Sjiiithsonlnu Institution nt Washington is 
a Htufled owl. This particular owl IB the 
one. In the words of the late President 
Hnyes, "that jarred the Washington monu- 
ment," and therein lies the story. 


During Centennial year nongross re- 


solved to provide the necessary funds for 
th« completion of the monument, which 
up to that time had toon worked at only 
wlille thu several smaller appropriations 
lasted. It was discovered, however, tlmt 
tbc> original foundation was likoly to provo 
iurapablo of 
sustaining the enormous 


weight of marble necessary for carrying 
tho shaft 560 feet above terra firma. A 
now foundation -nas therefore needed, and 
an hlteota thought a solid concrete bed. 100 
fc<jt,flfax3cunTp"iiBn tihe'strengthouing do- 
hiricl. 


During the operation of replacing the old 


foundation it WHS considered expedient to 
provide moans for noting carefully the 
alifjhtost vibration of tho walla, lest tbu 
monument-might bo in dangor of collaps- 
ing. 
Accordingly a heavy weight wus 


suspended by a stout thread from the apex 
to 11 pan of thick sirup located in the base, 
so that no ehanco drafts of air would bo 
likely to sway tbo weight. An Ingenious 
contrivance was so attached to tho weight 
that tho slightest vibration of the shaft 
would be faithfully letonlcd, and its inse- 
curity would atouee tw an established fact. 


One morning a few months after these 


carnful precautions had been taken there 
wan a great commotion among tho work- 
men.

Of course the same slur can only be ob- 


served during u few weeks, for, as it gams 
nearly an hour in a fortnight, it will in a 
fchort timo come to the meridian in broad 
daylight and become invisible. 
To make 


sure the observer is watching a star in- 
Btars twinkle, whereas planits give a 
steady light because reflected, and, if he 
wishes further assurance, ho may observe 
that all fixed sturs appear to maintain the 
same relative positions with regard toeuoh 
other, most nociccuble with the different 
sturs in tho constellations, whereas a 
pliinct changes its place with regard to 
tho othur sturs. This method of verifying 
time Is easier and moro reliable than the 
shadow on a sundial. In the fomous ob- 
serwttoiy at Greenwich, England, from 
which longitude is counted, the clock by 
which chronometers are set is regulated in 
just about this manner, but over 200 of 
the flied stars are observed. The observa- 
tions are taken with a telescope, acioes cho 
center of which is the lino of a spider's 
web to murk the meridian.—Marine Jour- 
nal.

Wiuthlujclon Society an It Was In Oldon 


Times. 


Pome one has been hunting up old mn- 


ordn reiuirdlna society iloiugs ut the; White 
House und finds lhat Martha Washington 
founded what bus In these days come to be 
known as tiie reception, an institution not 
known in tho afternoon in the early days 
of the republic. 
Mrs. Washington re- 


ceived from 8 to 10 on JTriduy evening, the 
affairs being modeled on tho drawing rooms 
then known to the court of France. None 
was permitted to attend, says an old chron- 
icle, except those who hud high social and 
diplomatic rank; and "lull dress was re- 
quired of all who passed the ordcnl of social 
inspection." At Mrs. Washington's draw- 
ing rooms "Mrs. Morris always sat at her 
right hand, and at all dinners, whether 
public or private, the venerable Robert 
Morris was placed nearest to the hostess." 
When Dolly Mudlsou was wife of a presi- 
dent, In 1815, she was described ae In the 
menaian or her lire ano Ixmuty. Bndiimt 
and beautiful, she dispensed hospitality 
and exchanged courtesies with unrivaled 
grace. She looked and moved a queen. 
Her dress on one occasion Is described as 
of yellow velvet, with garniture of pearls, 
and she wore an elaborate headdress of 
feathers, "n Paris turban, with a bird of 
paradise plume." One of her characteris- 
tics was that she never forgot a face. 


It was the custom of the day to take 


snuff, nud the beautiful Mrs. Madison ac- 
quired the habit by being too polite to re- 
fuse tlie frequently offered box. 
When she 


wns given a jeweled snuffbox for her own 
use, she was diplomatically familiar with 
its service. "Her snuffbox," wrote a friend, 
"had 
magic influence. 
Who could par- 


take of the offered dainty and remain at 
enmityP" There was no luck of social 
splendor, and six horses were not consid- 
ered too many in those days to convey a 
president and his family from one scene o( 
festivity to another. There wns n much 
closer line drawn in regard to rank than 
there is at present, In spite of the clever 
remark of a brilliant society woman of that 
day that "the only rank In America was 
rank mutton." The effect of a social gath- 
ering wus made more brilliant than it is 
by the dross of the men, who followed the 
style of the court of France. Imagine a 
"light blue French coot with high collar, 
broad lapels and largo gilt buttons, a dou- 
ble breasted marseillos vest, a nankeen 
colored oasslmere breeolies, with white silk 
stockings, shining pumps and full lace 
ruffles on the shirt bosom and wrists, with 
a white ornvnt Inflated with a 'pudding,' 
as It was called." A powdered wig and a 
gold laced coutof ruby velvet were worn by 
another one of the cavaliers of the first 
ladies of tlie land.—St. Louis Republic. 


OVERCOME BY SMOKE.

says: At u suboellur flre that occurred one 
night a fow years ago, on lower Broad 
way, 
I saw over a dozen men laid out on 


the sidewalk, overcome, by the smoke. 
A 


prewRome fctght it wns, too, with tlie dim 
figures of the ambulance surgeons, Inn- 
tons 
in hiiiicl, working over them, nod 


tlie^thlck smoke ioi a background. 


These were urut-o fellows 
who hod 


dashed in with tlio lines of hose, only to 
bo draggod out afterward by their com- 
rades, noni'ly suffocated 
by tho thick, 


stifling smoke that poured in volumes 
from every opening in tho basement. 
Over 150 ieet of "dead lights," or grating, 
over the sidewalk had to bo broken in that 
night before the cellars woro relieved suffi- 
ciently of the smoko with which they 
were charged to allow the men to go iii 
and extinguish the fire. This required 
the combined work of the crews of five 
hook and ladder companies, who broke 
In the ironwork with the butt ends of their 
axes—the hardest kind of work. 
But the 


newspapers the following morning merel) 
gave this fire a 10_or 13 lino notice, men- 
tioning the location and the estimated 
loss, and adding that "it was a severe flro 
to subdue." No word of the punishment 
'and suffering the men were forced to face 
before this fire wns under control; no 
mention of tha dash after dash Into the 
cellar with the heavy line of hose, only to 
be driven back to the street by the smoke, 
or to be dragged out afterward nearly un- 
conscious; nor of the thud after thud with 
the heavy axes on the thick Iron grating 
that required 20 or 80 blows before any 
-impression oould be made on It. This was 
muscle straining, lung taxing work that 
the average man has to face only once in 
a lifetime, but tho firemen in a largo city 
have it always before them, and each tup 
on the telegraph may mean the signal to 
summon them to a task that requires tho 
utmost strength and nerve.

White Kpccka In Itutter. 


Mottles ID butter and white spooks aro 


sometimes conrouiulcd, and by some are 
considered the same, but there is a differ- 
ence. 
Mottled or streaky butter has been 


explained as being en used by an unequal 
distribution of the salt, but white specks 
have ft different cause or causes. 
Some- 


times, when the milk Is set in shallow 
pans, they result from the cream drying 
on top, so there are small portions that are 
so hard they do not chum Into butter. 
Those particles do not take the color like 
the rest of the butter, and the spu'ka arc 
thus caused. 
'Ihis may bo remedied by 


carefully straining the cream when tt IB 
put Into the churn. 


Another cause of white specks is this: 


When some milk is skimmed off the 
cream, as ia usually done In the case of 
deep cold setting, this milk settles to the 
bottom, gets overripe and forms a curd, 
which will be so hard as not to break up 
In churning and will not run off with the 
buttermilk, but will remain with thu but- 
ter IIB white specks, or lleeKs, us they uro 
somet lines calkd. 
This can be remedied 


by not letting tho cream stand so long bo- 
fore churning or by frequcntand thorough 
stirring of the cream during the process of 
ripening. 
These hard, white particles 


can nlso bo taken out by etralning the 
cream.—Bulletin United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture,

Queer B«n<M agcH of tne Inhabitants of the 


CcIi'Btial Kingdom. 


There nru no drunkards In China, nei- 


ther in thci a an excise law, and yet it is us 
easy tu git inlr^l.jutod in China as elso- 
whu'o, and perhaps easier, for drinks are 
cheii] tr. Wine of all Kinds has been known- 
and drunk in tho Celestial kfngdoin since 
the days of the CJiati dynasty, fcomo 2,000 
jears B. G. 
FA cry! ody drank the fer- 


mented prupe juice iu those djys, and u 
gold curee'-liililiihmcntwould Imveooined 
money bud it existed. 


Tilings went from bad to worse, until 


one of tho emperors of 1ho Clinu dynasty 
went upon a prnfcrackd spree. 
When he 


began to "wo things," he. stopped short 
and reformed and demanded reformation 
on the part of all his subjects. He decreed 
tho Instiint destruction of all wine collars, 
distilleries nnd saloons. Since then wine 
made of the grape has been unfashionable 
In China, and scarcely any is made there 
or used.

Sherry, port and whisky *mivf Jjecoine 


rather popular In China during tfie last 
half century, but they are considered as 
food and only taken nt und with meals. 
Among the native beverages is shpa-shing, 
a palish brown mixture, the taste of which 
suggests ripe, hickory nuts. It is served lit 
all state banquets and also at private din- 
ners. When cold, it is cloudy; when warm 
it grows clear, emitting a peculiarly pleas- 
ant odor. 


What shoa-shing is to the upper classes 


sum shui is to 1ho masses 
It is made 


from rice and is its tiiplc distillate. 
Old 


sam-shui is very expensive and tustes like 
old sherry. 


Kon-ling is made from Mongolian millet 


and bears u family resemulanco to rye 
whisky. 
It is drunk only iu northern 


China, but has a large use in the making 
of liqueurs. 
Of these luttcr ung-ka-peh 


or wo-shia-pi is the best known. It is 
thick, oily and yellow, and is a cross be- 
tween yellow Chartreuse nnd Benedictine. 
Its tust« is sweetish and aromatic, und it 
bus a great reputation as en appetizer. 
Other liqueurs made from koa-ling are 
moo-qua, mmlo of kou-litig and melon; 
roeu-kwai-loo, ying-toa and hundreds of 
other drinks. 


Then there is fun-chin, or raw alcohol, 


used for medicinal purposes. Fermented 
fruit juices and flower wine, made by 
steeping petals or leuvos, are also common 
beverages. 
Geranium wine Is a horrible 


concoction, while bayleaf wine is the 
equivalent of the bay rum need by our bar- 
bers. 
AH told, there are some 3,000 dis- 


tinct drinks in China, yet drunkards aro 
almost unknown.—Exchange.

In Turkey, just 
at the ngewhen a lad needs most guidance 
nnd moral strengthening, the women of 
his family consider it good sport to put 
the very temptations in hia way against 
which he should be guarded und fortified, 
and laugh with amusement nnd delight 
when he succumbs to them. They must 
not be blamed too heavily, 'ihey have no 
education themselves, no ideals. From 
early childhood they are taught that they 
count for nothing in social existence. But 
the reeult is that attheoutset of .Hfc^Turk- 
ish manhood is sapped ut the busennrl ita 
moral strength destroyed. 
Again, drunk- 


enness nnd unnatural vices, es»odfa*lly the 
former, are ] racliced among the higher 
classes to an extent of which I believe few 
foreigners have any idea, even after they 
have lived for years in tho country. 
To 


know this you must enter intimately Turk- 
ish life, and that is exceedingly difficult 
for a foreigner to do. 
' 


Poetry, often exceedingly beautiful In 


expression, but of the most degrading 
Ideals, completes tha moral ruii, by not 
only admitting, but actually extolling, the 
vices to which I have alluded above, po- 
etry which is placed in the hands <rt quite 
young boyhood. 
It is on literature of thie 


sort that the youthful Turkish mind is 
reared, it being considered the only kind 
safe by tho powers that be. In fact, every 
sort of healthy mental food is absolutely 
denied to the Turk—history, philosophy, 
science, romance—everything is danger- 
ous, for it might incline minds required 
to be kept in complete submission and un- 
questioning obedience to inquiry and dis- 
cussion.—Fortnightly Beview.

Feed Upon InK'cts," written by Thomas 
H. Kearney. Jr., in St. Nicholas. The 
author say.,: 


Perhaps f-omeof the readers of St. Nich- 


olas have noticed the little plants called 
sundews that dwell in hogs in almost ev- 
ery part of tho win Id. 
The commonest of 


these in the United States und In England 
is tho round lenfid surdew, which bus a 
rosette of 
roundish 
U.-IVPS on slender 


shilks. 
Out of tho mid't of them rises u 


leafless stem, bearing n number of small, 
white flowers, that open one by one when 
the sun is shining. The leaves are fringed 
und covend on the uprir side with small, 
dark red bodies culled glands, borne on 
slender stalks, like tiny, round heuded 
nails. 
On each of these little glands limy 


bo semi a dr< |i of clear, sticky liquid that 
glistens In the sunlight. And this appuur- 
ante turndlor ,tlie plant its pretty name 
of sundew. 


When un insect—n small fly, for exam- 


ple, or a gnat—alights upon a sundew 
leuf, he is caught und held by the sticky 
fluid on the glands under him. 
Then the 


stalks of the glands near Ihc edges of thu 
leaf begin to l«>ud in toward the spot 
where the litblo intruder is fastened, ut 
tho .same timo pouripg out an extraordi- 
nary quantity of their ptioky fluid. It Is 
like a puppy whoso mouth waters when ho 
cwtohes sight of u bone. 
This movement 


of the gland stalks is very slow, nnd it 
takes many hours for tho outer ones to 
close down on the poor Mttlu victim. When 
they are at hist completely bent, it is u 
number of days before they once moio be 
gin to spread. 


Meantime the fluid which they pour 


upon tho body of the insect actually di- 
gestfi all tho eatable part of him, leaving 
the hard shell or the thin wings behind, 
when the plands return to their places. 
Sundews will tiipest tiny bits of meat If 
placed upon the leaves. There ts no doubt 
that tho plunls are better for un occasional 
meal upon an iu=eot, for those that do not 
obtain such f<.od onoe in awhile thrive less 
than the plants that succeed in securing It.
